The hour of the grand pouhhcajl
mnss was set for 11:30, but long before thai |
time the chapel was crowded. The Swiss |
Guards appeared in their handsome uai-
forms, and the ambassadors and chuﬂ:h’d‘tg |
nitaries occupied the front jpews. The
gcepe when the procession entered the greet
sanctuary was maguificent. Preceded by
censor end cross-bearers, came the long line
of prelates. Every eye in the vastaudience
anzed vxpectantly towards the sacristy a3
the procession passed through into the gauc
tunvy. Towsrds the Tast of tle brilliant
retinue appeared the white-rohed figure
of tha Pops, borne on the sedia. As ha
entered the sanctuary the Pope bowed his
bead, und slowly raising his baad, made ihe
gign of the cross, This moment afforded
an excellent opportunity to study the man
who now isthe head of the Cethoiie chureh.
The grest white robe be wore completely
enveloped the frame. When hie descended
from the sedia end walked toward the alter,
his feebleness became apparent, His
strength is sustained by his will power.
His mind is strong, bul his body is weak
and tottering with the infirmities of age.
The Pontiff intoned the Glorin in & voice of
Grmnesa, His movements in celebrating
the mass were slow and mojestic.  The
music was of a high order. Tiw Pope pro-
nounced the benediction cu the kneeling
throng of prelates, priests, ambn:&sm}nra and
lagymen. Cardinals Gibbonsand Taschesent
ware not present but their gecreteries WEers.
Rav. W. A. Farron, of Richmond, Va,, aud
Louis Garthe, of Beltimore, were the onty
Americaus prasent, besides the secretary of
Cardinal Gibbons. Bishop Keane has gone
to the seashore for his health.
